2.       ADDRESS    TO    THE    PERSON    OR    PER- 
SONS   COMING    FORWARD. 

The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  witnessed  a 
good  confession  at  the  time  when  Tie 
said,  "to  this  end  was  I  born,  and  for 
this  cause  came  I  into  the  wdrld,  that 
I  should  bear  witness  to  the  truth." 
And  Pie  taketh  notice  of  it,  to  the  high 
praise  and  commendation  of  the  Church 
in  Pergamos,  that  they  held  fast  His 
name,  and  had  not  denied  His  faith. 
We  find  how  ready  the  Apostle  was  to 
make  a  confession  of  his  faith,  though 
for  that  hope's  sake  he  was  accused  and 
put  in  chains.  What  hours  of  tempta- 
tion may  overtake  you  is  not  for  us  to 
say.  Only  the  Lord  doth  many  times 
so  order  things  that,  when  His  people 
have  made  a  good  confession,  they 
should  be  put  upon  the  trial,  one  way 
or  another,  to  see  whether  they  have 
been  sincere  in  what  they  have  done. 
The  Lord  grant  that  your  S,  may  be  ] 
so  girt  about  with  truth  that  you  may 
be  able  to  stand  in  the  evil  day,  and, 
having  done  all,  to  stand.
